Water Frozen and Stored. , 


A traveling man recently returned 


from a trip through Montana tells of a 
curigus method he .saw there for stor- 
ing water needed for irrigating pur- 
poses. This consists of nothing more or 
less than freezing the water until it'is 
wanted. 


As soon as the "weather becomes such 


as to melt this ice it is fit for the oper- 
ations requiring the water. The plan, 
which so far is in the nature of an ex- 
periment, consists of making a series 
of shallow basins on the slope of a hill 
in such locations that when water is 
plentiful they may' be filled, each of 
those below the highest receiving suc- 
cessively the overflow from the one 
above. 


Once frozen, the ice in the shallow 


reservoirs is there until the thaw sets 
in, when it melts so slowly as to keep 
up a supply of moisture sufficient for 
the germination and growth of the 
early crops. This unique method has 
been tried so far only in the vicinity of 
Dillon, but it appears to be successful 
and is to be given a trial in several 
other favorable localities. — Philadel- 
phia Record.

amples of a self made man in the 
United States today. 
Born poor, he 


has built up a small fortune that am- 
ply provides for Ws needs, and above 
that he appears to' have no further am- 
bition in a monetary way. His three 
farms, t>ne at Cortland, another at Ac- 
cord and the third at Esopus, complete 
his land possessions, and in all his 
wealth is estimated at not more than 
$30,000. 


Saving and good judgment have 


brought to him 'what he has and not 
any stroke of good fortune. 


Rosemont, the judge's house 
at 


Esopus, is a modest but comfortable 
wooden structure, standing on the 
stone foundations of a Dutch house of 
colonial times. It is set on the side of 
a bill amon? shade trees and fronts 
the river. It is the abode of hospital- 
ity and reiniement, the typical home 
of an American gentleman. The pic-

Ing on his judicial opinions— hours ol 
grave concentration, when no one is 
permitted to interrupt his quiet— and 
when he is waiting for lunch his sec 
retary, Arthur McCausland, will si1 
at the piano while the judge in a 
sweet tenor voice sings old fashionec 
ballads or hymns, "I Feel Just as 
Young as I Used to Be," "Only ar 
Armor Bearer," "Hold the Fort," anO 
so on. 


Judge Parker was born May 14, 1852 


at Cortland, N. Y., and was the son o 
a farmer. Two hundred years ago hi 
ancestors had come from England anc 
settled in New England. From genera 
tion to generation they were of th 


In 1877, -when he was twenty-five, the 
Democrats of Ulster county nominated 
him for surrogata of the county. 
He 


was elected for a six year term and in 
18S3 was re-elected. 
•', 


lu 188* lie \% u» a delegate to the 


convention at Chicago that nominated 
Grover Cleveland for president, and1 he 
:ielped to pull the candidate through 
in the hotly contested campaign of 
that year. Cleveland was elected, and 
n January he turned over to Lieuten- 
ant Governor Hill the uncompleted 
term of office he was obliged to sur- 
render to become president. 


Governor Hill was nominated in the 


fall. The Democratic party was worn 
out with the efforts it had made in 
the preceding year, its money was ex- 
hausted, and its stock of patience was 
growing small. 


HiP was urged to select this or that 


man to take charge of his interests in 
the conduct of the campaign. He, too, 
had come, to know Parker very well, 
and he had a clear conviction of his 
superior fitness for the difficult posi- 
tion to be occupied. He sent to King- 
ston for Parker, who not only over- 
came the apathy of his party and dis- 
regarded 
the disadvantage of 
an 


empty cash box, but overcame all the 
advantages supposed to be enjoyed 
by the Republicans and saw his candi- 
date victorious by 11,000 plurality in 
the state in which Cleveland had with 
difficulty secured about 1,200 th& year 
before. 


During the campaign Supreme Court 


Justice Theodore R. Westbrook died. 
Governor Hill was urged to fill the va- 
caney at once. "After the election," 
was his answer to all pressure. \Vhen 
the election was over he announced the 
appointment of Alton B. Parker to the 
judgeship. 


In June, 1889, was created the second 


division of the court of appeals to ac- 
celerate the work of the highest court 
Judge Parker was designated by Gov- 
ernor Hill to sit with this new court. 
He was only thirty-seven years of age, 
he youngest of all judges of the court 
f appeals. He saf in this court until 
1893, when, upon its 
dissolution, he 


was appointed by Governor Flower, 
urged thereto by many judges, to be a 
member of the general term of the 
supreme court of the First district. 
Here he remained until the creation of 
the appellate division of the supreme 
court, when he resumed the trial terms 
n his own district. In 1897 he was 
nominated to .be chief justice of the 
court of appeals and was elected by a 
plurality of 60,889. 


That not every one, however, re- 


gards Judge Parker as a .Delphic oracle 
Is shown by the following anecdote: 


A very able New York attorney who 


was quite deaf and very sensitive 
was arguing a case before the New 
York court of appeals. He dwelt at

they had been transplanted.

Parker's great-grandfather was a sol- 
dier in the ranks of 
Washington's 


army. 


As early as he could do so young 


Parker 
attended 
school at Cortland 


academy and later got out of the Cort- 
land Normal school all the equipment 
for life that it could give him. His 
parents were not able to send him to 
college or even to take care of him 
while he was trying to find a foothold. 
At sixteen he became a country school- 
teacher. 


Reluctantly he was obliged to give 


up the hope of a college training for 
his profession and to think of the old 
fashioned approach to the bar through 
the office of a preceptor. Having sur- 
rendered one cherished ambition, but 
not his chosen profession, he was ad- 
mitted to the office of Schoonmaker 
& Hardenbergh of Kingston as a stu- 
dent of law. Working his way, he 
was at last enabled to enter the law 
school at Albany, gravitating between 
the office of his preceptors at King- 
ston and the law school, according to 
season and necessity. In 1872 he was 
graduated, and soon after the sign of 
Parker & Kenyon was hung out at 
Kingston. 


He speedily demonstrated a decided

Nonconspieuous in the public eye 


has been Mrs. Mary D. Parker, the 
wife of Judge Parker. This is because 
she has- led an unusually quiet life. 


Mrs. Parker was born at Accord, in 


the township of Rochester, in Ulster 
county, and is a daughter of the late 
Moses I. Schoonmaker. Her early life 
was passed upon the farm upon which 
she was born. Her girlhood was pass- 
ed at Accord, and was much the same 
as that of most American girls reared 
in the country. She continued to re- 
s'de at Accord until her marriage to 
Judge Parker. 


Since then Mrs. Parker has spent her 


time between Albany and Esopus, with 
frequent visits to Kingston, the home 
of her daughter, Bertha Parker Hall, 
wife of the rector of the Mission 
Church of the Holy Cross. 


The Schoonmakers, from whom shi 


is descended, were among the early 
Dutch settlers of New York state, and 
the good Dutch vrouws would look 
with pride upon so worthy a descend- 
ant and daughter.

To tbe western mind a 'Japanese 


paper, both in style; and preparation, 
must appear a veritable curiosity of 
literature. To begin with, what would 
be tbe last page in an English journal 
is the flr.st iu. u Japanese one." and the 
headlines and title* 'of articles, instead 
of appearing at tho top of a column, 
are run alongside of it. Now let us 
take a glance at thp. composing room 
of a Japanese iiw-Tpaper. " An lijglibli 
or American typesetter slipuld icauk 
his stars that his lines fc»ve fal!en in 
pleasant places, for see what nis 
brothers in craft m the Laud of the 
Rising Sun have to put up with. 


The Japanese, like the Chinese, em- 


ploy a -written language, a kind of lit- 
erary dialect, that is considerably re- 
moved from the colloquial. They do 
not as we do. v. rite as they speak. 
This necessitates the -papers being 
printed to an extent in two languages, 
tbe "Kana" and tlie square characters, 
one acting as a key to 'the other. Tbe 
square characters are ^modeled on the 
Chinese ideographs, a.-terrible jumble 
of geometrical injures, crosses ami zig- 
zags, the whole effect presenting the 
appearance of the trail of innumerable 
inky footprints ol dr.unkeii flies. Of 
these ideographs at least 4.000 to 5,000 
are in everyday ti»e, so that the com- 
positor must needs, be,a scholarly man 
to recognize tbes-e characters nt sight, 
the strain on tbe eyes being terrible. 
In order to fac-il'.iate the typesetter's 
task as miu-li as possible tbe composing 
room is arraneed in tbe following man- 
ner: Tbe coinpo^.."r is seated at a little 
table, on which is spread forty-seven 
'Kana" eharacteis. On receiving his 
ropy he cuts it into small strips and 
bands each strip to a boy. The latter 
marches along the room with this strip 
until finally he lu>s been able to collect 
from a number of cases tbe different 
ideographs.

Career of the Democratic 
Vice Presidential Can- 
didate—He Was Born on 
a Farm and Was the First 
Railroad Brakeman In 
America — A Man of 
Millions J» J» j» j» 


H 


ENRT GASSAWAY DAVIS, the 


Democratic 
vice presidential 


nominee, is a man with more 
than an ordinary business and 


political career. In West Virginia and 
nearby states be long bas been regard- 
ed as a financial giant, and bis politi- 
cal life bas been characterized by con- 
servatism and sagacltj. 


His nomination at St. Louis confers 


upon him the peculiar distinction of 
being the oldest candidate ever select- 
ed for the office, Mr. Davis having 
been born in Woodstock, Md., on Nov. 
1C, 1823. His father was Caleb Da- 
•vis, a successful Baltimore merchant 
•who died a few years after the son's 
birth, and his mother was a Miss Lou- 
tee Brown, whose sister was the moth- 
er of Senator Gorman of Maryland. 


Like Judge Parker, Mr. Davis spent 


bis early days on a farm. He received 
bis .education in a village school and 
«at the age of twenty entered the em- 
ploy of the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road as a brakeman. 
This was the 


first railroad built in America, and Mr. 
Davis bas the distinction of having 
been the first brakeman on any rail- 


ever, his practical skill, courage and 
energy overcame all difficulties. 


Piedmont was the center of the Cum- 


berland bituminous coal' region. The 
present great coal fields of that part of 
the country .were then undeveloped, 
and Davis perceived that that section 
was one of immense industrial prom- 
ise. 
Tbe firm of Daris & Bros, en 


gaged in the shipping of coal and 
lumber for the producers, and its busi- 
ness grew rapidly. 


In 1860 Henry G. Davis organized 


the Piedmont Savings bank and be- 
came its president. This bank was sup- 
planted by the National Bank of Pied- 
mont, of which Mr. Davis is also the 
guiding spirit. He and his brothers, 
whose possessions were originally in- 
significant, have since been able to 
count their capital by millions, while 
their landed estate at one time approxi- 
mated 100,000 acres. 


Before the war Mr. Davis was a 


Whig, while after its close he allied 
himself with the conservative wing of 
the Democratic party. 


He made bis entry into politics in 


1865, when b* was elected to the West

road in the United States. He was 
soon advanced to the position of con- 
ductor and was then the only railroad 
conductor im the country. 
An amus- 


ing story illustrative of the grip of ear- 
ly, associations on a retentive nature 
used, to be told of him in Washington. 
It i* said that well toward morning of 
a. Wearisome all night session of the 
senate Senator Davis was asleep, bis 
head resting upon his desk. Senator 
Edmunds had provoked Judge Thur- 
tnan to a speech, and by introduction 
jhe judge unfurled his red bandanna 
and blew a blast of more than usual 
power. 
Mr. Davis may have been 


dreaming of bis old railroad days. At 
any rate, he sprang to his feet in a 
naif dazed condition and, catching 
sight of tbe red flag—the old signal of 
danger—and seeming to imagine that 
be bad beard a shriek of alarm from 
tbe open throttle of a locomotive call- 
ing for "Down brakes!" seized his 
desk and with tbe brakeman's quick 
twiat wrenched it from the floor. 


It was while serving as a conductor 


that Mr. Davis met and formed the 
acquaintance of Henry Clay, who was 
a passenger upon Mr. Davis' train 
while going from his Kentucky home 
to the capital and returning. 
Clay 


would board the train in Baltimore and 
leave it at its western terminus and 
make the journey over the mountains 
Into Kentucky in the old fashioned 
stagecoach.

Virginia house of delegates. He was 
a delegate from West Virginia to the 
Democratic national conventions of 
1868 and 1872, while in 18G7 he was 
elected to the legislature of his state 
as a Union Democrat, being re-elected 
two years later. In 1871 he was made 
United States senator to succeed W. T. 
Wiley, Republican, he being the first 
Democratic member of that body from 
the then young state of West Virginia. 
At the expiration of his term he was 
re-elected. After serving twelve years 
in the senate he declined further po- 
litical honors, preferring to devote his 
entire time to his rapidly increasing 
business affairs. 


Karly in his public career he assumed 


an unequivocal position on financial 
questions, from which he has never de- 
parted. Almost at the beginning of 
his legislative service he was confront- 
ed with the issue of the responsibility 
of West Virginia for a portion of the 
debt of the Old Dominion. Despite the 
advice of friends who considered mo- 
mentary popularity rather than justice, 
he took a bold stand in favor of his 
state's meeting her just proportion of 
the debt of the mother state, whe» that 
equitable proportion could be ascer- 
tained. By reason of his determination 
he made a profound impression upon 
all his associates. 


Until recently Mr. Davis was presi- 


dent of the West Virginia, Central and 
Pittsburg railroad, which he projected, 
and also of the Piedmont and Cumber- 
land railroad. He was one of the dele- 
gates to the pan-American congress 
and was a member of the United States 
intercontinental railway commission. 
Today he is known as one of West Vir- 
ginia's "Big Four," and had the boom 
of Senator Gorman materialized he waa 
to have managed it 


In 1853 he married Miss Kate A. 


Bantz, a daughter of Judge Gideon 
Bantr of Frederick, Md. He has two 
sons, John T. Davis and Henry G. Da- 
vis, Jr., and three daughters, Mrs. Ste- 
phen B. Elkins, Mrs. R. M. G. Brown, 
wife of Lieutenant Commander Brown, 
U. S. K., and Mrs. Arthur Lee. 
Mr. 


Davis' wife died two years ago. He 
has a beautiful villa at Deer Park, Md., 
where be passes tbe summer months, 
but his home as a voter Is at Elkins, 
W. Va., where his residence adjoins 
that of United States Senator Stephen 
B. Elkins, his son-in-law. The people 
of Elkins are very fond of ex-Senator 
Davis, who has done very much for 
that town. He built the Davis Memo- 
rial hospital at a cost of nearly $100,- 
000 in memory of his son, who was 
drowned while cruising on the African 
coast. 
With Senator Elkins he has 


founded the Davis and Elkins college, 
a Presbyterian institution at Elkins 
that soon will be dedicated. He was 
also instrumental in the erection of the 
Davis Memorial Presbyterian church 
at Elkins. 


Ex-Senator Davis, 
thoogH la his 


eighty-first year, is as spry as a man 
of sixty, and a good deal sprier than 
many. He was a delegate to the recent 
national convention and a member of 
the committee on resolutions. He was 
chosen as a member of the subcommit- 
tee that had charge of the platform, 
and he stayed up all night during the 
deliberatious of tluit luiumiUee at the 
Southern hotel. When he went to the 
Jefferson hotel at noon tbe next day 
he did not appear fatigued, and he told 
his friends he could stand another 
twenty-four hours of it as well as not. 
He favored the insertion of a gold 
plank in the platform. 
When bis 


name was being considered by tbe na- 
tional convention there was some ques- 
tion as to whether he supported Bryan 
in 1896 and 1900. Chairman Jones of 
the Democratic national committee put 
it at rest by saying that in 1896 Sena- 
tor Davis presided at a Bryan meeting 
in West Virginia and voted for Bryan. 


At that time Senator Davis was en- 


gaged in building a railroad and had a 
large obligation at a bank which be 
desired to renew. When he went to 
the bank the president said: 


"I understand you presided at a 


Bryan meeting last night." 


"Yes," said Davis. "What of it?" 
"Well," said the bank president, 


"don't you know that the theories of 
Bryan are opposed to all the financial 
institutions in this country? I do not 
see how you can come to this bank or 
any other for favors, holding the views 
that you do." 


"Do you mean to say," asked Davis, 


"that the fact that I remain loyal to 
the Democratic party makes any dif- 
ference with my credit?" 


"Not at all," said the bank presi- 


dent. "Bjit we are not inclined to do 
any favors for such people." 


"This is no favor to me," said Davis. 


"I am simply carrying this obligation 
as a business transaction, and if you 
don't want to renew it I'll pay it now 
and withdraw my patronage from the 
bank." 


The bank president grew alarmed at 


this, because Senator Davis is heavily 
interested in financial operations in 
West Virginia, and he begged Davis to 
reconsider. 
Davis would not recon- 


sider. He paid the obligation in cash 
that afternoon and cut that bank off 
his list of business connections. 


Senator Davis is many times a mil- 


lionaire. He has been an enthusiastic 
Gorman man ever since the canvass 
for the Democratic nominee in 1904 
began. At one time he said he would 
spend a million dollars to secure the 
nomination of Gorman, and it was no 
mere idle boast, because be had the 
money and would spend it. 


Personally, Senator Davis is an af- 


fable, genial man, democratic and mod- 
est He does not look his years, and to 
the casual observer he would appear 
to be not more than sixty-five. He is 
more than six feet tall, erect a.nd 
straight as in the days of his youth. 
His shoulders are square. He is well 
muscled. He has a springy heel and 
toe walk. 
There is not the slightest 


evidence of any loss of mental or bodi- 
ly vigor. 


His face features are regular and 


bold. His nose is aquiline. His eyes 
are gray and sharply penetrating, but 
withal kindly in expression and set 
wide apart. His face is not deeply 
furrowed, though fine wrinkles appear 
about the eyes.
